Using Baton Rouge New Ores 
and Jackson as the big city representa- 
tives and Gulfport, McComb, Laurel, 
Greenwood, Hattiesburg, Lafayette and 
Crowley as the small, the survey, made 
by Associated Press member newspa- 
pers, showed most staple foodstuffs 
in the small cities were cheaper. 

Meat, especially, sold for less in the 
small cities in the lower grades. Best 
quality meat in some instances was 
about the same in both, or higher in 
the small cities. 

Bacon ranged from 49 to 63 cents 
a pound in the large city markets and 
from 39 to 69 in the small city shops. 

Fryers ranged from 49 to 60 cents 
in large cities as compared with 45 
to 59 in the small. 

Lower price ham was eight cents 
cheaper in the large cities ranging from 
47 to 65 cents a pound as compared 
with 55 to 69 cents in the smaller 
communities.

by Long Distance 


Tomorrow's weather is on the wires 


'today for the forces which guard this 


Nation's skies and shores. 


Today the largest Long Distance net 
work of its kind brings them detaile, 
“isobar” weather charts around the cloc: 


These charts are sent by a syster. 
known as “facsimile” from the Weather 
Analysis Center in Washington, D. € 
There, an electric eye scans the weathc 
“picture” as it turna on a special drum. 
The signal waves produced go out over 
thousands of miles of wire to military 

installations throughout 


the country where the picture is auto- 
matically reproduced. 


This weather network was designed 
nd completed in less than two years. It’s 
nother demonstration of the importance 
f Long Distance lines to the security of
